T. Baird and Son showed their stock 
at Stettler and are known as being 
among the best breeders of Hereford 
cattle in Alberta, They had no com- 
petitors here, but no one regretted it 
as much as did Mr. Baird himself. W. 
h. Stewart has shown his stock in all 
parts of the prevince and has usually 
had an easy time of it, but he met 
some real competition yesterday in his 
sheep. The man who furnished a great 
deal of the competition and helped 
make the fair the real success that it 
was, was Stan Currié¢, a young breeder 
of pure bred stock whe lives only a 
mile from Castor, He carried away 
a good share of the prize money and, 
better vet, his stock included some of 
the finest that has been shown any 
place in the provinee. In the popular 
Shorthorn cattle class he showed a 
number of good types, but special 
praise is due him for a roan heifer 
eaif, and a red bull calf which were 
pronounced equal to any in Alberta 
by Judge Meyer. Currie also made a 
cleanup in the Clydesdale class of 
horses and had some pure bred Oxford 
sheep which won a great deal of praise 
from the judge, 

Specials For Sheep 

A rather peculiar situation arose in 
connection with the adjudication in the 
sheep. There were three outstanding 
exhibitors, H. 8. Currie, of Castor; BE. 
A. Boothe, of Fleet, and W. R. Stew- 
art, of Hastings Coulee. There were 
only two classes down in the program 
and the sheep were all so good that it 
Was decided to award a set. of special 
prizes. In the long wool sheep classes 
Currie took all of the firsts and sec- 
onds, while KE, A, Boothe was given a 
special for the best ewe; in the short 
wool classes W. R. Stewart won all of 


the firsts and seconds but E. A. 
Boothe's sheep were of so high a 
standard that Judge Meyer awarded 


two specials to them, 

There was also a very fine poultry 
exhibit held in the agricultural build- 
ing. Cross and Co, from Killar- 
ney, Man, had their string of prize 
| Winning birds on exhibit, but they did 
not have things all theiryown way, for 
Hiram Perry, of Gadsby, had some ex- 
cellent specimens to show and they in 
several classes made the Cross birds 
take second place, 

Judge Clers@nts had things compar- 
atively eusy tn the horse judging com- 
petition, lacking keenness in many 
clusses due to the farmers’ interest in 
gatting thelr crop cut. Currie’s fine 
Clydes and a fine actioned Hackney 
stallion owned by T. Baird and Son 
were the outstanding entries among 
the horses.
